movement, rigidity and stabilization of said limb articulation 
is controlled by the degree of air pressure in said splint. 

10, (Original) The splint according to claim 1, wherein the 
pressure source device is a hand pump.

13. (Original) The splint according to claim 1 further 
including a suspension strap. 



14. (Original) The splint according to claim 1 wherein 
pressure within the splint is controlled by a valve. 
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15 • (Currently amended) The splint according to claim 1 
wherein the adjustable -s-t rap member is detachable • 

16. (New) The splint according to claim 1, further comprising 
at least one loop connected for suspension purposes. 

17. (New) The splint according to claim 16, wherein said at 
least one loop is connected at one of said edges. 

18. (New) The splint according to claim 12, wherein said at 
least one adjustable member is a strap made of Velcro. 

19. (New) The splint according to claim 1, wherein said non- 
inflatable parts extend only in the direction transverse to 
the circumferential direction. 
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
